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“TURN OFF the radio!" said one of 
the mukhtars of Beit Safafa to his 
daughter, as we entered his sump- 
tuous new house. ‘The teenage girl 
obeyed immediately. Yet one of the 
effects of having beeume surrounded 
by Jewish Jerusalem in the years 
Since 1967, according to Haled 
Alayan, is that Beit Safsfa wives ao 
longer listen to their husbands, nor 
children to their parents. 
Presumably it wasn't always so. 
The village, theugh very close to 
Jerusalem, was always separated 
from it by au open stretch of land. 
This was also true in the years be- 
tween 1949 and 1967, when the 
armistice line divided Beit Safafa 
into {sraeli and Jordanian sectors. 
Not until after the Six Day War, 
when the dividing wall came down, 
and especially in the last 10 years, 
when the Talpiot industrial zone, 
Gilo and the Patt-Gilo road have 
encroached on village land, have 
people in Beit Safafa been prey to 
that feeling of being surrounded, of 


being squeezed, εὐ ἢ 


J asked Alayan if, before telling 
me about the bad things, he'd list the 
good things that had heen done for 
the people he represents. 

“There's the new government 
high school, that’s a goud thing.” he 
sil, “There's the football field. 
There's the youth club that’s being 
buitt. There’s the automatic ΒΗΓ τὶ 
al the railway cressing. There's he 
project thats been approved for 
busing tor youny couples. Ail thar’s 
good ἀπε it's all thanks to Teddy.” 

‘Ta eebanyone in Beit Salada ta say 
abad word about Jeupitem Mayor 
‘Teddy Kolleh is well niet impossi- 
ble. Even residents with Jendanian 
passports, who tend to be fiercer in 
their Palestinian aationalism than 
their Israeli kin, praise Kallek for his 
fairness. 

“Teddy's office is the only one 
that's really open to us," Alayan 
said. “Without him, we wouldn't 
have gotten any of these good 
things.” 


WHAT WENT UNSAID was that 
the villagers, through their mukhtars 
like Alayan, have teatned to play the 
net-too-dirty game of politics with 
the Jews. The people of Beit Safafa, 
holders of both Israeli and Jordanian 
passports, keep the peace and turn 
out to vote for Kollek in city elec- 
tions. In return, he dips into his 
Jerusalem Foundation funds to fi- 
nance improvements, and puts in a 
word or un elbow with other, less 
friendly factors and ministries. 

The Arabs of this village-in-the- 
city have learned that Kollek isn't an 
Indinn giver, Unlike one of the 
Mapai predecessors in city hall, he's 
never had water-pipes laid down just 
before an election, and then had 
them removed after everyone had 
trooped ta the palls and voted for his 
partly. 

It seems that the only trouble with 
Teddy, as far as Beit Safafaites are 
concerned, is that he isn't all- 
powerful, 

There's the matter of the master 
plan for the Jerusalem area, for 
example. In it, the big highway link- 
ing Ramallah to Bethlehem runs 
through Beit Safafa. 

“What's going to remain of our 
village if they carry this out?” 
Alayan asked. “It'll be dangerous 
for our children, it'll be noisy, it lt 
take away even more of our land. 
They could avoid all this, and save 
money, if they just connect the high- 
way to the Patt-Gilo road and let 
people drive to Bethlehem that way. 
of course, the plan may not be car- 
tied out for years. But in the mean- 
time, the land for it has already been 
closed off ~ we can’t build on it.”

the Itri yeshiva adjoining the village. 
According to Alayan, Rabbi Mor- 
dechai Elefant, founder and head of 
the yeshiva, wants to exparid into an 
area allocated for the Beit Safafa 
housing project, and in this, Kollek's 
hands seem tobe tied. 

“We've already given up some 
lands to the yeshiva," Alayan said. 
“Let them be satisfied with that. We 
can live together side by side, but not 
if they move right in among us. If 
they do that, we'll have a problem 


here for the rest of our lives, what 
with Shabbat and everything.” 

This game of give-and-take, of 
live-and-let-live, of creeping for- 
ward and holding on, is played from 
a comparatively weak position by 
the Arabs of Beit Safafa, because 
they are the defeated minority in the 
municipality, as the Palestinians are 
the defeated minority in the country 
as a whole. 

Alayan doesn’t put it that way. He 
prefers to speak of reasonableness 
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and mutual consideration. When the 
Jews of neighhbouring Patt com- 
plain about the loudspeakers at all- 
night wedding celebrations, or the 
pre-dawn call of the muezzin during 
Ramadan, for instance, the villagers 
need no more than a single visit from 
the police in order to turn down the 
volume. 

“Why make things worse?” 
Alayan asked rhetorically and 
Teasonably. 

He continued listing the bad 


effects of having been surrounded by 
Jewish neighbourhoods. The he 
is beginning to have a drug pro em.

Also somewhere smack in the 
middle of the vilkige is where the 
urmistice line, the Green Linc, used 
to run. There are nu eroded trenches 
or rusted coils of barbed wire to 
indicate where the line was. But it is 
still present, more vivid than a ghost, 
in the minds of the living. 

‘The principal of the high school, 
Omur Othman, explained how poli- 
tical arragements keep the line 
alive. 

“From the beginning, from first 
grade, children here study in one of 
two streams — either aiming to take 
the Israeli bagrut exams, or the

Jordanian tawjihi. 

Thus, already in first grade you 
have separate classrooms within the 
same school. The Jordanian stream 
takes much less Hebrew than the 
Israeli. Fur the most part, the chil- 
dren whose fathers have Jordanian 
passports study for the ἐμ δεῖ, while 
those whose fathers ire Israeli study 
for the bugrut. Accurding to the 
arrangement, you sce, citizenship is 
pussed on through the father, and of 
course the children are soon aware 
of this. 

“But there ae exceptions, all of 
them going one way. While there 
aren't any Jordanian parents who 
want their children to study for the 
hagrut, there are some Israelis who 
fix it, perhaps by sending their sons 
to Bethlehem. The tawjihi is consi- 
dered more desirable, more useful 
than the bagrut, " said Othman, who, 
like Alayan, is from the Israeli side 
of Beit Safafa. 
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“People with Jordanian passports 
and the tawjihi certificate can study 
in the Arab countries and work in 
the Gulf. The ones with Israeli 
citizenship and the τα δι can't do 
that. They can’t cross the river to 
Amman, But they can go to Beth- 
lehem or Bir Zeit university, where 
they generally du better than at the 
Hebrew University — when Bir Zeit 
isn’t shut, that is." 

1 complimented Othman_on how 
clean, bright, urdetly and unvandal- 
ized his school loaks compared with 
Jewish schools. 

“We like to keep it clean," he 
responded simply. 

“And the kids here seem better 
behaved, too,” L said. 

“Well, it's not true that we don't 
have uny problems with discipline.” 
He stuck his head out of his office 
window and shouted at the yelling 
busketball players to keep it down. 
They obeycd. 


“Tes not true that there aren't any 
preblems. Israeli norms have begun 
to apply here, and so we can’t shout 
ator hitan unruly student. We have 
fo be delicute with him. We have to 
lak with him once, twice, three 
times, Inaybe meel with his parents, 
and soon. There are problems.” 

Othman went on lo complain that 
although his school provides i full 
Israeli curriculum: for those who 
choose il, the Eduction Ministry 
treats it “like an Eust Jerusalem 
school" and stints on the budget for 
extra-curricular activities. Again | 
heard that “the mayor is doing his 
best for us — it's the others who are 
against.” 


AFTER SUNSET, and after the fast 
had been broken, but before every- 
one went to watch the Silwan foot- 
ball team meet the YMCA team 
under lights, [ spoke with a Jorda- 
ninn resident of the not-so-unificd 
village of Beit Safafa. He asked me 
to identify him only as a hospital 
administrator. 

“In 1948,” he said over coffee, 
“we battled against the Jewish in- 
vaders, the Hagana. They attacked, 
and 15 or 20 villagers were killed, but 
they didn't penetrate. They didn’t 
enter the village. [t was only the UN 
that decided to divide Beit Safala, 
because the railroad to Jerusalem 
went through it. 

“You know, Moshe Dayan came 
here once and said, ‘Beit Safafa 
should be proud of its men, because I 
couldn't take it by force. I had to 
take it peacefully. That's whal he 
said." 

Like many men on the Jordaniin 
side, the hospital administrator's 
father left for the Gulf soon after 
194%, and supported his family long- 
distance. The administrator's ex- 
tended family was split by the armis- 
lice line, and he remembers, us 4 
child, taking part ἢ encounters with 
Telatives at the wall, which were 
permitted only at ihe most important 
Moslem feasts. 

He remembers, too, his mixed 
feelings exactly 20 years ago — he was 
disappointed that the Aribs had lost 
another war, but moved to joyful 
tears at being able to be with his 
Tsraeli-clan-memibeis again. 

As for his father in Kuwait, 
although he was out of the country in 
June 1967, ἃ way was found for him 
to come back under the family- 
reunification scheme. 

“Is there still a line through Beit 
Safafa?” [ asked. 

“Yes. Psychalogicully it’s still 
here. The kids feel it jess than their 
parents, but they feel it." 

“And Kollek?™ 

“He's a proud Zionist, but he’s 
civilized. He knows how to cam- 
municate with Arabs aad he's made 
many friends. But he can’t do every- 
thing." 

And the administrator proceeded 
to touch on some of the sorest points 
in the everlasting battle between 
Jews and Arabs for control, occu- 
Pancy and possession of this country. 

Among other things, he com- 
plained how hard it is these days tu 
get family-reunification perinits, 
which are especially important now 
that the vil buom is aver and Putesti- 
nians are being dismissed from their 
jobs in the Gulf. 

I promised that his complaint 
would be published. Then Ε asked, 
“So what's the solution to it all?" 

“We, ya'ani, wish to live in 
as he replied, “with rights for 
all.” 

“But how?” 

“Like in the U.S., where everyone 
lives together." 

“The U.S. is a big country.” 

“Then internationalize the city. 


‘Yes — internationalize Jerusalem. 


That's the only solution for Beit 
Safafa." Π 
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TIME MAGAZINE always runs a 
cover story on religion during the 
Easter/Pessah period, and 1964 was 
no exception, That year, the lead 
article concerned the controversial 
“Death-of-God” theologians. 1 re- 
member the issuc well, because I was 
keeping my face deeply buried in the 
magazine. 1 was standing in a long 
queue of Easter pilgrims hoping to 
pass through the Mandelhaum Gate 
from Israeli Jerusalem to Jordanian 
Jerusalem. { was Jewish, and the 
“pilgrim certificate’ that | was 
clutching along with my newsweekly 
was phoney. 

The cover of the magazine asked 
in huge, bold letters: ‘Is God 
Dead?" 

I certainly hoped not. 

T was a foreign student spending 
1965-66 in Jerusalem. In those days, 
it did not take a visitor long to share 
in the frustration Istaclis felt about 
their divided capital. Streets termi- 
nating in concrete walls, open spaces 
bisected by accordians of barbed 
wire, forbidding strips of no-man's- 
land gashing the landscape, tank 
traps, mincficlds, snipers’ nests, UN 
observers -- all of these conspired to 
make Jerusalem claustrophobic, in- 
hibiting, unnatural. 

It was no way to live. Jerusale- 
miles knew that, but they bore the 
situation stoically, if with a degree of 
bilterness. ‘To outsiders new to the 
situation, however, the division of 
the city was outrageous and incom- 
prehensible. 

I quickly learned to participate in 
what was one of the chief pastimes of 
the city back then: Spying out the 
Other Side. Jewish Jerusalem, with 
one very young museum, few parks 
and only « pocket theatre or two, 
offered little diversion in (he years 
before reunification. Hence one of 
the most popular activities was find- 
ing a vantage point from which to 
observe the Jordanian-held section 
of the city. 

Favourite sites were the tower of 
the YMCA building on King David 
Street and the roof of the Notre 
Dame complex opposite New Gate. 
These and other eyries would be 
visited every day — and especially on 
Shabbat -- by Israelis and tourists 
cager for a glimpse of the Old City, 

Fathers, passing binoculars to 
children, would point out landmarks 
and tell stories about the pre-1948 
days. Others would debate the iden- 
tification of certain houses and pub- 
licinstitutions. Religious Jews would 
mutter about the Western Wall and 
the synagopues, concealed some- 
where amid the dun roofs and rubble 
of the Jewish Quarter. 


ISRAELIS ALSO tended to congre- 
gate around the Mandclbaum Gate, 
the onty crossing point between the 
two Jerusalems. Alongside the well- 
known former Mandelbaum homic- 
stead was a stretch of street covered 
like 2 customs shed and housing a 
checkpost manned by police and 
troops. Here diplomats, UN offi- 
cials, Christian clergymen and a few 
privileged others could drive be- 
tween Israel and Jordan. 

Israclis constantly wandered by 
and wistfully watched the traffic as it 
disappeared into the Other Side. 
The Maridelbaum Gate was such an 
anomalous attraction that it was 
even the subject of a popular picture 
postcard. 

Non-Israeli residents of Jewish 
Jerusalem could get a bil closer to 
the Old City than the card-carrying 
natives could. Application to the 
Tourism Ministry would yield a 
mimeographed pass that would 
allow tourists to ascend Mt. Zion 

and visit the Dormition Abbey. 

Taking advantage of my foreign 
nationality, 1 made such 2 visit. 
Tourists had to pick their way along 
a sort of corridor in the no-man’s-

Lev Bearfield found a way to get to the Other Side and touch the 


land, down past the dog-pound and 
up to where the Jewish beggars con- 
gregated at the foot of the slope. The 
grounds of the abbey were thick with 
barbed wire, and Israeli troops 
lurked behind sandbagged positions 
in the npper level of the church.

Lapierre came to Jerusalem for the 
premiere of the movie of the hook he 
had written with Lirty Collins, ds 
Paris Burning? Driving through the 
Judean hills. he noticed the 
skeletons of burnt-out vehicles by 
the side of the road, and asked his 
taxi driver why that “junk™ had been 
left there. 

On the spot, his driver delivered ἃ 
spontaneous tecture on the 148 War 
of Independence, when the convoys 
mide the dangerous trip up from the 
coast with food and supplies for the 
beleaguered cit 

“Timmediately envisaged the ex- 
traordinary story.” recalls Lapierre. 
“Tthought about the drivers -- maybe 
some of them [Holocaust survivars -- 
having gone through so much, only 
to find their deaths bringing food to 
Jerusalem.” 

Meeting his colleague Lurry Col- 
lins shortly afterwards, he suggested 
that they tell the story of the 1998 
war, when Jerusalem had been 
under siege for the 14th lime in its 
history, to explain why so many 
Jews, Christians and Arabs died for 
the sacred city. 

They decided tu tell the story from 
all sides. They came to Jerusalem 
just after the Six Day War, and spent 
two years here, on and off. Then 


- they went to the Arab countries, 


Brituin and the U.S. to conduct 
research for “a really objective 
book” about the birth of the State of 
Israel. 

They were pleased that © Jern- 
salem was not only a best-seller in 
‘the U.S. and Isriel, but also did well 
in the Arab countries, It was serin- 
lized in a Jordanian paper, and pub- 
lished in Lebanon and Saudi Arabia. 
Eventually it wis published in 19 
languages, including Russian. 

The dramatic events of the Six 
Day War did net make them think 
about changing their subject. 
Lapictre sees the 1967 conflict as κα 
military episode.” It was very 
dramatic for Israel, he allows, but it 
did not have the dimensions of the 
1948 struggle, with the UN vote for 
Partition, preparations for the birth 
Ofa nation, the purchase of arms, the 
end of the British mandate, and the 
declaration of the state at 4 p.m. in 
the Tel Aviv Museum, so Ioaded 
with emotion. 

“Nothing can be compared to 
that,” declares Lapierre. “The poli- 
tical, emotional and m ary dimen- 
sions of that time were overwhelm- 
ing, and we were nble to convey it to 
millions of readers all aver the 
world.” 


LAPIERRE is a tall, charming 
Frenchman, with strong, regular fea- 
tures, Gallic gestures and a natural 
Cloquence. He has co-authored 
fumerous best-sellers with Amer- 
ican Larry Collins, including Is Paris 
Burning?, about the liberation of 
Paris in World War It, Freedom at 
Midnight, a blow-by-hlow account of 
the birth of Indian independence, 
and The Fifth Horseman, a novel

Then, they produced a very de- 
tailed outline and started writing -- 
Lapierre in French, Collins in En- 
glish — translating and editing each 
other's work as they went along. 
One useful by-product of the system, 
which they still use, is thal they have 
English and French versions of their 
books aviilable simultaneously. 

It was easy to find moving and 
meaningful personal experiences on 
the Jewish side, recalls Lapierre. [t 
wus more difficult to find equivalent 
stories about Arabs, but persistence 
paid off. The story of an Iraqi com- 
ing to lay down his life for Jerusalem, 
for example, balanced the many 
stories of Jewish sacrifice. 

“Jerusalem is the city of God," 
declares Lapierre, like Collins a Ro- 
man Catholic. “Therefore it attracts 
love, warmth, emotion, and spiritual 
and religious commitment.” 

He is excited about his current 
visit, to Jerusalem, “With Pessah 
being celebrated hy the Jews, Easter 
ourked by the Christians, and the 
Moslems pouring out of the mos- 
ques: this is really a very special 
city.” He pays tribute to Teddy Kol- 
lek, “an exceptional mayor, who, 
apart from one or two big hotels, has 
preserved the uniqueness of this city 
in the Judean hills.” 


LAPIERRE understands the drive 
to surround Jerusalem with Jewish 
neighbourhoods and settlements, 
tracing it back to “Ben-Gurion’s 
obsession that the situation where 
one small road was the only way to 
Jerusalem would never recur.” 
He and Collins interviewed B-G in 
retirement at Sde Boker: “This was 
one of those occasions when a writer 
feels he is meeting an architect of 
history. This little man radiated so 
much willpower.” He compares 
Ben-Gurion to De Gaulle. “Both of 
them had a sort of electric current - 
you felt that they really could shape 
Ave Ben-Gurion too strong? 
Might a less single-minded leader 
have achieved an understanding 
with the Arabs? Lapierre shakes his 
head. It is impossible to speculate, 
says. But he does wonder whether, 
after the Six Day War, following 
Israel's impressive victory, af im-

aginative gesture by this country 
would have borne fruit. 

On the other hand, in 1948 it was a 
problem of survival: “The State of 
Isruel was born on paper on May 15, 
but it might have never become a 
reality because it could have been 
destroyed. Ben-Gurion sent his peo- 
ple around the world to buy arms 
and ammunition. What foresight he 
had, to make sure that the day of 
Israel's birth was not the day of its 
burial!" 

On the Arab side, they inter- 
viewed in 1968 in Beirut Haj Amin 
al-Husseini, the former Mufti of 
Jerusalem. Lapierre describes him 
as “ashy, quiet mun, very clean and 
Neat — not at all an obvious leader." 
He was obsessed with his personal 
safety, recalls the author. He wore a 
bullet-proof vest (a present from 
Hitler) and had just had an atomic 
shelter built near his home outside 
Beirut. 

He was not in the least apologetic 
about his alliance with Nazi Ger- 
many. His main purpose in life was 
to prevent Jews coming to Palestine. 
He hoped that Hitler would prevent 
Jewish immigration, and was sorry 
about Germany losing the war, 
which he saw as a blow to his cause, 

Lapierre contrasts two leaders of 
the Palestinian Arabs: Abdel Kadr 
al-Husseini, “a fine man, a pure 
fighter, an Arab chieftain, not in- 
volved in politics,” with Fawzi al- 
Kaukaji, commander of the Arab 
Liberation Army, which fought in 
the north, “quite a character, "ἃ 

mercenary, who, although 
appointed by the Arab League, was 
deeply distrusted by the Syrians. 
They didn’t let him operate from 
Syria. They thought he might start 
looking in the other direction," 

Abdel Kadr was, of course, killed 
in the 1948 battle for the Kastel, 
outside Jerusalem; but Lapierre met 
al-Kaukaji in Beirut “with his Ger- 
man wife, whom he had met in a 
Berlin nightclub.” Cote 

He also met Fawzi al-Khuitub, in 
explosives expert who blew τ ie 
Hurva Synagogue in the Old Gity 
(Lapierre visited the site last Week), 
and was responsible for mari Gthet,

LAPIERRE clearly empathizes with 
the people he writes about. Nowhere 
is this more evident than in the cuse 
of his latest book, Cit af Joy. Ful- 
lowing the success of Freedem at 
Midnight, he resolved to donate a 
share of his royalties to an organiza 
tion working with children in Culeut- 
ta. 

Inacity of 1 million people, there 
are over five million living in stums, 
he explains.

In a little “cup- 
board,” with inadequate light and 
air, there were four people making 
Surgical instruments. He bought 
samples and sent them to America 
and he was told that the steel was ofa 
quality equivalent to that of Ger- 
many or Sweden. 

He told his wife - also called 
Dominique — that he had to discover 
how the people did it. The couple 
moved in to the City of Joy, into a 
flat with cockroaches and rats. After 
a week, they found thal they didn’t 
Notice the vermin, “because of the 
wonderful pcopie.” They stayed for 
two years. The resulting book, writ- 
ten this time without Collins, sold, 
three million copies in 21 languages, 
including several braille versions. 

The book traces the lives of three 
men living in the slum: a Bengali 
farmer, displaced from his land, who 
puils a rickshaw; a Polish Catholic 
priest, who wants to minister to the 
poorest of the poor: and a wealthy 
American Jewish doctor, who has 
come to heal the sick. 

Prof. Peter Kreeft, reviewing the 
book in The Washingion Post, says 
that Lapierre “writes as something 
more than a journalist...he makes 
the reader feel inside the City of 
Joy.” A reviewer in The New York 
Times wrote: “This book is printed 
on my mind, I think, forever.” 

“It is a hymn to life,” suggests 
Lapierre. "It shows that, however 
bad the situation is, you can always 
survive.” 

Lapierre has received over 40,000 


* letters from all over the world. Some 


have written that the book gave 
them new hope, or a will to live. He 
has received wedding rings with the 


i) ; Tequest that he sell them for the 


benefit of the people of Calcutta. 
Among the letters are also many 


Lapierre attended his first Seder 


from afftuent Indians, who claimed 
they did not know what was happen- 
ing on their own doorstep, and 
Pledged to contribute. 

People have come to his Paris 
home to write their wills in favour of 
the City of Joy. Lapierre’s original 
donation went to a home far the 
children of lepers, culled Resurrec- 
tion, run by Brilisher Jumes Stevens. 
Today he supports the home entire- 
ly, and has expanded his activities in 


and around Calcutta. 


Apart from Resurrection, he has 
founded three homes for handicap- | 


ped children in the city. He has also 
established two tuberculosis clinics 
which serve a zone where 250 (KIDS

Half of 
the royulties from City of Joy are 
earmarked for the foundation and, 
this year more than $500.KX) tias 
already been sent. The Lapierre cou- 
ple make every effort to ensure that 
the money is not diverted, and that 


every vent goes to the prdjecis. 
Robert Joffe, director of The Kill- 
ing Fields and The Mission will direct 
a film based on The City of Joy..

Pick mentions the huge rocks of 
unhewn stone brought to the place 
hy Jews toiling at the site more than 
2,000 yeurs ago -- how they were 
hauled there from the quarries, how 
more than 200 labourers were 
needed to hoist ane such boulder. 
Had it not been for the anti- 
Semitism in the ancient world, said 
Pick, the Temple would have been 
accounted one of the seven wonders 
of the world. It could hold more than 
100,000 people within its precincts 
during the pilgrim feasts. 

Now, in the month of Ramadan, a 
few hundred worshippers gather 
each morning for prayers at al-Aksa, 
the majority of them from East Jeru- 
salem, summoned by the muezzin's 
call, “Yallah Lilsalat.” The sounds 
reverberate over the loudspeakers 
through the alleyways of the Old 
City. The worshippers are shop and 
stall owners from the Old City, a 
number of newly-religious young 
men, bearded and with the gleam of 
fervour in their eyes, as well as a 
sprinkling of the very aged. 

Performing their ritual ablutions, 
they remove their shoes, rinse their 
feet and faces and adcvance wor- 
dlessly to the sanctuary of al-Aksa. 
Row upon row they bow down upon 
their mats and pray to the Almighty. 
They pray with passionate devotion, 
their faces toward Mecca. 


ONLY A wall separates the strains 
of Moslem prayer from those of 
the adherents of the other faith. 
Down below, at the foot of the 
Kotel, below the vegetation growing 
between the ancient stones and the 
messuges and petitions of the faithful 
written on paper and wedged tightly 
into each crack, men and women 
pray with intense concentration, 
separated by a screen. Yeshiva stu- 
dents from Mea She’arim sway back 
and forth as they pray. Over on the 
women's side, are a group of middle- 
aged women from Netivot, who have 
come to Jerusalem to celebrate ἃ 
family bar mitzva. 

Beyond Rabbi Goren’s yeshiva, at 
the top of the stairway, two Civil 
Defence men check handbags per- 
functorily. On the right, just past the 
check-point, is one house from the 
former Mugrabi Quarter, which 
escaped the demolition of June 1967. 
‘The owner has written on it in bold 
[lebrew script; “Mugrahi Arab” ~so 
that, (Heaven forbid), Jewish ex- 
tremists and Kahane’s men will not 
mistake him for just another Palesti- 
nian and try to harm him or his 
family, or, as happened on one occa- 
sion, toset fire to hishouse. Ὁ 

Underneath the stairway a kind of 
vaulted arch, like a cave carved out 
of the rack, beneath Rabbi Goren’s 
residence, divides the two separate 
worlds. This is the passageway be- 
tween the Western Wall plaza and 
the Moslem Quarter. Within, it is 
cool and on a hot summer's day, 
visitors gather to refresh themselves. 
Beyond the archway fs another 
check-point where someone else 
from the Civil Defence checks the 
bags of those coming in and out. 

You pass into a different world. 
This is the scene of battle, of the 
unceasing war between the two reli- 
gions. Here are the Ateret Cohanim 
and Torat Cohanim yeshivol as well 
as followers of Gush Emunim. They 
want to restore the glories of old and 
return one more house, one more 
apartment in the Mosiem Quarter to 
the patrimony of Israe!, so that with 
the coming of our Messiah -- may it 
be soon and in our days, Amen~ the 
entire arca, embracing the Temple 


Mount will be pure Jewish with no 
trace of the polluting presence of the 
Moslems. 

In Ma’ale Khaldieh, two Border 
Police men are sitting outside a 
yeshiva. From what and whom are 
they guarding it? They are there to 
prevent clashes between Jews and 
Moslems, they say. On the surface 
everything appears calm, even 
friendly. Below, however, a pro- 
found enmity simmers. This is the 
most disputed and most tension rid- 
den section of Jerusalem. This is 
where yeshiva student Eliahu Amedi 
was murdered by three peopte from 
the West Bank last year, and where 
subsequently, the Arab residents 
were hounded and provoked when 
demonstrators went on the rampage. 

One of the store owners in the 
street, wearying of the situation, has 
closed his shop and moved to a 
different section of the Old City 
where he owns another store. He 
could no longer stand the hatred and 
hostility, he confided. 

“I am a Moslem though my 
mother was Jewish,” he told me. 
“At one time I was considered Jew- 
ish by all the neighbours — even 
though my mother converted to 
islam when she got married. I and 
my family hada hard time, especially 
under Jordanian rule: But I thought 
it might even make things a bit easier 
for me with the Israeli authorities, In 
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fact, my position became even 
worse. 

“As far as the army is concerned, 
1m a Moslem Arab -- they actually 
wanted me to declare what I really 
was. They pressured my family into 
declaring ourselves Arabs. To this 
day I feel torn between two religions 
and two peoples.” 


IN ABU SHUKRI'S restaurant 
opposite the Vision of Ezekiel yeshi- 
va in the Via Dolorosa, several Mos- 
tems are snatching furtive meal, It 
is, after all, Ramadan and they are 
apprehensive about the Evil Eye. 
Representatives of al} three faiths 
crowd into this eating place: Christ- 
jan pilgrims resting between stations 
on the Way of the Cross taken by 
their Saviour, the aforementioned 
Moslems unable to abide by the 
Ramadan prohibitions and Jews nos- 
talgic for the restaurant as it was 20 
years ago when visitors flocked in 
their thousands to sample Abu 
Shukri's amazing humous. The 
fabled proprietor has long passed 
on, but his sons strive to preserve the 
tradition: humous, ful, felafel and 
pine nuts, reputed to be the best in 
the city, Competitors have long since 
sprung up and the restaurant's for- 
mer glory has been dimmed, 

Next to’ Ma’ale Khaldieh is a 
souvenir shop. Its owner complains 
about the Jewish extremists. “A few 


days ago, one of Rabbi Kahane's 
men turned up. He overturned one 
of the stalls and ran off. There were 
wooden camels and also small clay 
jugs which were smashed to pieccs. 
‘What did he want to do that to me 
for? God only knows. He is always 
doing it, he and his friends from the 
yeshiva next door. 

“They think they'll be able to 
force us to leave the Moslem Quar- 
ter. How many more times do [ have 
to go through this? Going to the 
police, making complaints, and 
knowing that no one will touch them’ 
because they're afraid of them. And 
what about my goods and the money 
I spend investing in new stock?" 

Back through the archway divid- 
ing the Moslem from the Jewish 
Quarter, Tourists, tourists as far as 
the eye can see, The guides telting 
the throngs milling about them that 
“Twenty years ago the city was 
reunited and the Jews were permit- 
ted to return to their most sacred 
place.” 

Far above us, thrusting skywards, 
are the cranes of Lipschitz the con- 
tractor at work on the yeshiva build- 
ings designed by the architect Moshe 
Safdie. From this height, everything 
looks different ~ the worshippers at 
the Kote! and over their heads the’ 
vast courtyard of al-Aksa with its 
Moslem worshippers. Far below are 
the excavations and the streams of 
people, veritable rivers of people 
flocking towards their respective 
shrines, 


The sounds of prayer — Hebrew 
and Arabic — intermingle in the lim- 
pid air. At this distance Jerusalem is 
indeed united. The voices of Arabs 
and Jews merge, a donkey brays in 
one of the alleyways of the Old City, 
a mother from the Jewish Quarter 
scolds her child and a police car, its 
siren going, speeds by. “Allah 
Akbar" resounds from the fouds- 

akers neat to al-Aksa and from the 

ote! plaza, where the bar mitzva 
celebrations are in full swing, arise 
the amplified strains of “Jerusalem 
of Gold.” 


TWENTY YEARS have gone by. 
Some call it Jerusalem reunified, “a 
city that is compacted together.” 
Others call it “occupied Jerusalem" 
or “the city which will one day. be the 
capital of independent Palestine." 
Twenty years seen in the perspective 
of the thousands of years this city has 
known in its history, 20 years in 
comparison with the succession of 
conquests: Jews and Jebusites, Chal- 
deans and Assyrians, Greeks fol- 
lowed once again by Jews, Persians, 
Romans and Byzantines, Moslems 
and Christians, then Moslems and 
Turks, the British and Jordanians, 
and now, once more, Jews, 

Only at night is the area tranquil. 
As though a Jewish underground 
had never attempted to blow up the 
mosque and make way for the com- 
ing of the Third Temple. By night, it 
seems impossible that the Mufti Haj 
Amin al-Husseini incited the Mos- 
lem worshippers to launch their 
attacks upon the Jews in the Twen- 
ties and Thirties. 

A few Jewish worshippers mur- 
mur quiet prayers in the empty, 
Nloodlit plaza. The moun is visible 
between the cypresses next to al- 
Aksa. 

A transient cocxistence exists for 
the duration of the night. The baita- 
lions of the faithful are resting now. 
The Moslems are taking some re- 
freshment after breaking their 
gruclling fast. It seems as if cveryone 
is gathering strength for another day 
of struggle in Jerusalem on the mor- 
row. Jerusalem's invisible border- 
line between the two peoples is here, 
between the Jewish and the Mostem 
Quarters, between the mosques and 
the Western Wall, a 
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Jordanian cilizenship - something 
very few have chosen todo - they are 
entitled as residents of the city to 
vote for the city council and to seek 
council seats even while remaining 
Jordanian citizens. At least one local 
Arab leader has begun to publicly 
advocate the acceptance by Jeru- 
salem and West Bunk Arabs of 
Isracli citizenship and running for 
blie office in order to confront 
Israel with demographic realities. 

Agudat Yisrael leader Rabbi 
Menahem Porush, in in interview 
last month, discounted a Auredi- 
Arab alliance as unlikely - “IT have 
never in all these years seen where 
the Arabs related to religious Jews 
differently than towards other Jews” 
-but he did not dismiss it altagether. 
If the Likuel aud Labour can die down 
together in the siune government, τ 
haredi-Arab liason at the municipal 
level does not seem at all bizarre, 
particularly since the two groups 
have far fewer demands of each 
other than for the secular Jewish 
establishment. 

City Engineer Amnon Niv says if 
is the municipulity’s policy to keep 
the Aaredim in the city in order to 
maintain the overall Arab-Jewish 
ratio. This has brought it inte con- 
flict with the Housing Ministry 
which, he says, would prefer to 
direct the overspill from existing 
ultra-Orthodox neighbourhoods to 
setdements outside the cily. This 
would preserve land within the 
municipal bounduries for a nen- 
haredi Jewish population in order to 
maintain a Zionist majority.

TWENTY YEARS after the battle 
for Jerusalem, another battle is 
being waged in the strects of the city 
-ahouse hy house struggle that may 
determine the character of Jeru- 
salem ulmost as decisively as did the 
Six Day War.

is between a rapidly expanding ultra- 
Orthodox community confident that 
the future is theirs, and a secular 
Jewish community increasingly con-

The *Arab problem" on which the 
attention of (he government and 
municipal authorities was focused in 
the first decade after the war has 
given way to the “haredi problem” 
as Jerusalem's major demographic 
concern. 

“Israel has been developing two 
major poles,” says an ex-Jerusalem 
academic. “There is Tel Aviv, where 
you can't get x seat in a cafe at (wo 
o'clock on Shabbat morning, and 
Jerusalem, which increasingly gives 
the impression of a religious for- 
{ress."* ὲ 


Long regarded as a anachronism 
onthe margins of Jerusalem society, 
the frarediin have become the most 
dynuinic and aggressive element in 
the city.

According to municipality figures, 
in 1984 Aaredin constituted 27 per 
cent of the Jewish population of 
Jerusalem.

IN THE: past few years, the front line 
has shifted from the cily centre to the 
Ramot Quarter in northern Jeru- 
salem because of what the Housing 
Ministry concedes now was a miscul- 
culation by the housing authorities. 
Anticipating massive immigration of 
religious Jews after the Six Day War, 
an interministerial committee had 
designated religious sub- 
neighbourhoods within the massive 
housing estates planned for the 
periphery of the expanded city. 

While recognizing that the hare- 
dim must have their own 
homogeneous quarters, it was de- 
cided not to create new “all-black” 
neighbourhoods like Mea She’arim 
but to direct Auredi apartment bun- 
ters to self-contained kiryor within 
the larger new neighbourhoods. 

“The intention wus to avoid hav- 
ing them close themselves off (from 
surrounding society), says Shmary- 
ahu Cohen, director of the Housing 
Ministry's Jerusalem district. “The 
friction at Ramot has proved that 
this policy was a failure.” 

The intention at Ramot, for which 
9-101,000 units were planned, was to 
have a Aaredi kirya of some 3,200 
units. What made the policy a fai- 
lure, says Cohen, were two major 
skirmishes waged by the Haredim — 
one te stop Sabbath traffic on the 
inajor road link between Ramot and 
the city centre, the other to block a 
public swimming pool. The seculars 
won both reunds but they are ΠΟ 
beaced for a massive battle for the 
neighbourhyod itself. 

The confrontation, larger in scale 
than any ullra-Orthodox-secular ter- 
titorial dispute in Jerusatem hercto- 
fore, has taken on a head-on charuc- 
ler, with the Aaredim primed for a 
major takeover at Ramot and the 
amp for the first time stand- 
ound in organized fashion.

Although haredi settlement in 
Ramot began modestly in the 1970s, 
the stepped-up pace of recent years 
has created a dynamic in which the 
ultra-religious have come to view the 
neighbourhood as ultimately theirs ~ 
a natural projection of the haredi- 
controlled Tel Arza-Matersdorf “Bi- 
ble belt" to the south.

25), fine jewelry for hundreds of 
dollars, and Agam paintings and 
Frank Meisler sculptures for 
thousunds of dollars. 

Nenrly 20 merchants, manufactur- 
ers and importers are renting space 
at the centre on a monthly busis 
($900 per booth, including basic ser- 
vices). Customers buy from the indi- 
vidual exhibitor.

Sizes in ready-made 
Tamara garments range from 38 to 
42, but some of the looser styles 
should fit more generous figures.

The seventh 
printing of this guide to shopping 
and cooking, with updated material, 
has just been released by the Asso- 
ciation of Americans and Canadians 
in Isruel, which published the hook- 
Jet with the help of a contribution 
from Bank Hapoalim. It is available 
at AACI regional offices and is free 
to members. Subjects covered in- 
clude conversion of weights and 
measures, terms for cuts uf meat and 
kinds of fish, dairy and ot her fresh 
produce, health and diet foods avail- 
able here, cleaning and laundry pro- 
ducts, and some recipes. 


YARDEN (forest-style) 
mushrooms are now being marketed 
in frozen form hy Sunfrost. The tow 
water-content of Yarden 
mushrooms (a type known sibroad as 
“oyster mushrooms”) is what makes 
it possible to freeze them commer- 
cially without damaging their shape 
or texture. 

These mushrooms can, by the 
way, also be frozen at home —though 
this is scarcely necessary, as they are 
available year-uround and keep well 
in the refrigerater for about a fort- 
night. The more delicate white 
champignons tend to get brown, dry 
ar rotten within a few days, 

Other recent Sunfrost additions 
‘are minced spinach “medallions,” 
dainty “Parisian” carrots (grown ex- 
clusively for the firm), pearl onions, 
and apple quarters. Sunfrost reports 
an increase in its exports too — parti- 
cularly to North America, Japan and 
Scandinavia. 


IF CONSIDERATIONS of kashrut 
don't discourage people from buying 
the rabbit meat recently offered for 
sale at the Hecht gourmet-food mar- 
ket in Kfar Shmaryahu, the price 
might: a kilo of farm-raised rabbit at 
Hecht costs ΝΙΝ 32, putting it almost 
in the category of fillet of beef. 

Hecht have made an exclusivily 
agreement for thu sale of this meat. 
The rabbits, they say, are raised 
under veterinury supervision and 
with the approval of the Health 
Ministry, and they expect a market 
among Isracl's (non-kosher) French- 
style restaurants. 


FOR AN ANIMAL story of a very 
different nature, and on a much 
more positive note, the Generali 
{Insurance Company has begun to 
offer insurance policies for man's 
best friend. Called in Hebrew Kisui 
Leyedid (“coverage for a friend") 
the new policies for dogs are claimed 
to be the first of their kind in Israel. 

The pet policy will cover 
accidental death up to NIS 1,200 
maximum, and medical expenses 
from accident or illness up to NIS 
800. The annual premium varies 
from NIS 35 to NIS 104, depending 
on which of eight programmes is 
selected. There is no need for a 
medical examination, but there is ἃ 
seven-day compulsory waiting 
period before the policy goes into 
effect, to make sure the dog is not 
already ilt. - 

The insurance for dogs is being 
handled mainly by the insurance 
broker's firm Mali in Holon (40 
Sderot Kugel, tel. 03-5054085) or 
directly by the main loca! repre- 
sentative of Generali, Kaplan 
Na’‘im, (2 Rehov Hagedud Ha'ivri, 
Tel Aviv, 03-372432), or through 
any insurance agent who works with 
the company, 

No, there is no parallel policy for 
cats, at least not at present.

THE [SRAEL Museum tuniorraw 
evening presents its annual awards at 
a ceremony concluding the 21st con- 
vocation of its International Coun- 
cil. This year's Percia Schimmel 
Award for Distinguished Contribu- 
tion to Archeology goes to Jeru- 
salem's French Biblical and 
Archeological Institute which, since 
its establishment in 1890, has de- 
veloped into a major scientific in- 
stitution serving scholars of all com- 
munities. 

The Sandberg Prize for Istaeli Art 
goes to Mott! Mizrahi, a many-sided 
artist known for his unconventional 
presentations, from body art and 
conceptual photography to environ- 
mental sculpture. A huge Mizrahi 
sculpture of a Aalutz (pioneer) with 
six arms has just been mounted out- 
side the Jerusalem Theatre. Mizrahi 
won the Museum's Kolliner Award 
in 1976. 

The Aaron Levy Grant, a new 
award to enable an artist to realize a 
specific project, has been given to 
conceptual sculptor Zvi Goldstein to 
help him prepare his forthcoming 
exhibition at the Pompidou Centre 
in Paris. Disgruntled Israeli artists 
pointed this week to the ἴδοι that 
Goldstein, a “favourite son" who 
has been exhibited frequently at the 
Muscum and is known to be close to 
curalor Yigal Zulmona, was 
awarded the Sandberg Prize only lust 
year. In each case Zalmona was one 
of the judges. 

The Sandberg Grant for Research 
and Development goes this year to 


Hana Herschenberg and tans Palla- 
da to help them with their work in 
product design. Heischenberg is a 
Bezalel graduate, as is Rani Rosner, 
an original young photographer who 
gets the Gerard Levy Prize. The 
Enrique Kavlin Photogrephy Grant 
goes to Ben Lam, an outstanding Tel 
Aviv fashion photographer. 
Veteran Professor Emeritus of 
Bezalel, Joseph Hirsch (b.Germany 
1920) until recently the revered 
drawing master at the Academy, 
receives the Discount Bank Prize for 
an Israeli artist, while the Beatrice 
Kolliner Award for a Young Israeli 
Artist is shared by two young pain- 
ters who are both Bezalel graduates , 
Assaf Ben-Zvi and Ido Bar-El. The 
latter's work was exhibited last 
month and thisat the Museum. 


PAINTINGS IN monochrome wash 
by Joseph Hirsch and his student- 
imitator Hannah Burgansky form 
pit of a pleasant show of works on 
puper by largely figurative artists.

WOLFUANG AND Anna-Maria 
Kubach-Wilinsen are experienced 
sculptors in stone. ‘Theil collection 
af marble “books,” brought hom 
Germany for the Jerusalem Book 
Fair und now in Haifa, represents it

and handling of beautiful stone. 


After graduating from the Munich 
Academy of Fine Arts in 1965, the 
couple began producing large en- 
vironmental pieces, looped and 
coiled into organic shapes which 
they called “earth-vein” works.

ONCE UPON atime to be a cerami- 
cist was to throw a pot, glaze, fire 
and use it. But all that has changed, 
For better or for worse much of 
ceramic art has returned to classical 
and pre-historic styles on the one 
hand and to obtuse contemporary 
forms on the other: votive figures, 
burial objects, amulets and express- 
ionistic statuary. An exhibition of 
work by students at Bezalel’s Cera- 
mic Design Department, is of such a 
nature that one must hunt vigorously 
to discover an object that is both 
functional and aesthetic looking. 
The studlents have been pushed into 
stretching accepted’ parameters of 
subject and technique, searching for 
alternate answers in sculpture, 
“underground' industrial design 
and what could be described as a 
graphic approach to surreal or fan- 
tastic imagery.

A MEMORIAL exhibit dedicated 
to the late !sracli artist, Shimshon 
Holtzman (1907-1986) contains two 
dozen canvases painted as early as 
1929 and as Inte as 1969. The time 
span has liltle to do with Holtz s 
artistic point of view for one is ex- 
posed only to the French or local 
landscape treated in a systemic man- 
ner. Paralles lines and shapes reced- 
ing into a background sky or tall 
trees occupying the picture's flanks, 
bordering the proverbial road or 
path that disappears in sharp pers- 
pective into the distant hill or valley.

In his own scholarly way, the au- 
thor of Middle East Of Crisis since 
1973 makes the same point, although 
he refrains from committing himself 
one way or the other. Throughout 
the crisis years, Professor Shwadran 
writes, one school of thought among. 
Western conservative economists, 
especially in the U.S., advocated 
that nothing be done. “Purely evo- 
nomic determinants,” they thought, 
“would straighten gut the temporary 
maladjustinents that the excesses of 
the producers caused lo the Western 
reonomies.” Pointing te the 1975 
drop in demand, the 1978 reduction 
in consumption and the severe (pra. 
aliens) crisis cob LUST, these obser: 
vers now ΠΡ Πα ἢ that “the energy 
cosis is aver, ΠῸῚ y has retard, 
wl diey thentselves have been 
vindicated.” 

However, argues Professor 
Shwadran, should the must recent 
producers’ is “prove to be as 
passing an interlude as the crisis for 
the consumers that eecurred in 1975 
and 1978,” then the latest relaxation 
that has overtiken the consumers, 
Julling them inte wu false sense of 
security, “could turn inte τ consum- 
ers’ disaster." Should prosperity re- 
turn and oi! consumption increase, 
he warns, “the glut would soon turn 
into a shortage, and the West would 
have learned nothing.“ According to 
Shwadran, indeed, the envis- 
aged here would be worse thin its 
Predecessors — and this, he adds, “in 
ἃ sense, is the hope of the pro 
ducers... a return to 1973 and 1979." 


THERE 18, HOWEVER, nothing 
inevitable about this bleak prospect. 
As Professor Shwadran sees it, if the 
conservation regimen that hus been 
in effect since 1978 should become 
“a permanent aspect of Western 
life." then vil consumption - 
with intensified economic 
would continue to decline, and “the 
Power of the oil producers would be 
weakened.”

ON AUGUST 25, 1978, Musa al 
Sadr, the spiritual leader of the Mos- 
lem Shi'ite sect in Lebanon, arrived 
in Libya on an unspecified mission. 
According to the Libyan authorities, 
al Sadr lefl Libya onan Alitalia flight 
bound for Rome on August Jl. 
However, only his luggage and an 
impostor arrived at Rome airport on 
that flight, and it has since been 
generally held that the Imam was 
murdered by the Libyans, He was 
just seen ina Tripoli hotel on August 
31, on his way to a meeting with 
Colonel Gaddafi - as he himself 
reportedly told a group of Lebanese 
who ran into him. Neither he nor his 
two companions, a journalist and a 
cleric, were ever heard of after that 


day. ; 

Musa al Sadr was -_ "ἢ the 
Iranian city of Qom in 1928, the son 
of an ayatollah, His family ahd bran- 
ches in Lraq and Lebanon, as well as 
Iran, and he first visited Lebanon, 
which he claimed to be his ancestral 
home, in 1957. Two years later, 
foflowing the death of the Shi'ite 
leader of the southern coastal city of 
Tyre, al Sadr moved to Lebanon, 
and in 1960 succeeded to the lead- 
ership of the community there. His 
leadership coincided with rapid so- 


ΕΝ 


cial change and economic disruption 
experienced by the Shi'ites uf southem 
Lebanon, and al Sadr - unlike the 
averige lucal leaders = managed τὰ 
transfurm his tollowers from an 
underprivileged, quiesvent and 
downtrodden minority inte commil- 
led political activists. Fle did this first 
through the launching, in 1973, of ἢ 
popular mass movement called 
Harukat al-Mahrumin (the Move- 
ment of the Deprived), and two 
years later by the addition ofa militia 
adjunct to the movement, Afivaj 
al-Mugawama_al-Lubnaniyya, bet- 
ter known by the acronym Amal. 


TO SAY that al Sadr was a con- 
troversial figure would almost be an 
understatement. As Found Ajami, 
who is a Shi’ite from southern Leba- 
non himself and an American poli- 
tical scientist reports, some remem- 
ber the Imam as a man of simple 
needs, while others recall a more 
narcissistic figure, “a man oversha- 
dowing his followers, vain about his 
looks, theatrical and dramatic in 
appearance...” In the early 1960s, 
there were Christians in Lebanon 
who said that al Sadr had the fea- 
tures and the aura of Christ; “a 
decade Inter many of the same 
Cinristians, concemed about the Shi'ite 
militia he had armed in the mid- 
1970s, dubbed him the Rasputin of 
Lebanon.” Again, and perhaps most 
fatefully for himself, for several 
years the young Imam presented 
himself as a promoter of the Palesti- 
nian cause, “yet many of his heirs 
and close companions suspect that 
(in liquidating him) the Libyans 
were doing what the Palestine Li- 
beration Organization leaders had 
wanted done.” 


WITH THIS KIND of elusive sub- 
ject on his hands, it is a wonder that 
Fouad Ajami managed to gather 
together enough solid material to go 
on -- itis even more impressive that 
he has managed to produce a splen- 
did book. His conclusions and judge- 
ments are as wise as they are brief. 
“Musa al Sadr," he writes toward 
the conclusion of his book, “led his 
Lebanese followers at a time when 
they were saci a make a claim 
on their country. He vanished and 
left them with a text and a memory 
and some institutions at a time when 
the country as a whole had become a 
ruined place. Young men behind 
sandbags, with their Imam's posters, 
defend the ruins that are theirs and 
their sect’s. A measure of equality 
has come to Lebanon: On the other 
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there is ruin as well." 

The Vanished Emam is much mare 
than a book about a Shi'ite cleric, his 
life, thought and legacy, It is 1 book 


‘about a troubled country called 


Lebanon, about αὶ surging and vio- 
lent pretest movement called con- 
temporary Shi'ite Islam, and about 
the kind of area und world in which 
we live. 


FAR MORE wide-ranging, and 
tather more academic in tone, is 
Juan Cole and Nikki Keddie’s Shi- 
‘ism and Social Protest, 0 collection 
of 12 papers originating in the two 
edifors' conviction that “the wide- 
spread involvement of Shiites in con- 
temporary movements of social pro- 


needs closer investigation and ex- 
planation.” Fos the fact is that 
Shi'ite Maslems, who make up no 
more than 11 per cent of the total 
population of Islamic lands, have, 
within a general trend of Islamic 
resurgetice in the 1970s and 1980s, 
produced far more than their share 
of political activism, fundamentalist 
{Islamic idealogies, and violent 
movements. These include upris- 
ings, assassinations, a variety of acts 
of terrerism, a new cult of martyr 
dom, the Iranian revohition fo 1978- 
7, and ultimately the costly and 
seemingly unending Iraq-lran war. 
Among the «uestinns asked - and 
answered - in this volume are: Why 
has Shiite [skin τα better known as 
the Twelver ΝῊ Ἴδε -- changed fram 
quictism to an active involvement in 
polities? How has this political mili- 
taney affected Ihe situation in Leba- 
aun, the Gull War. the large Shiite 
community in ti, Soviet and West- 
cin positions and attitudes towards 
fran and Αἰ] πε δια} 

A point which is often neglected. 
and which is dealt with in the editors’ 
introduction, concerns the elfective- 
ness of Shiite protest uctions as 
compared tu those of the Sunni Mos- 
lems’. As Cole and Keddie put it, 
«although both Shrites and Sunnis 
have had grounds and ideological 
instruments for social protest (which 
on some points...were quite simi- 
lar), the Shi'ites had some advantage 
in mounting effective protests. They 
have, as this book indicates, been 
effective not only in Iran, but, to a 
large degree in Iraq, Saudi Arabia, 
Lebanon and Pakistan.” 


THE REASON for this is three- 
fold. In the first place, there is a 
growing tradition of independent 
political action by Shi'ite werna (reli- 
gious leaders), especially beginning 
with the 19th century. These leaders 
often had contacts with the masses 
and spoke a language they under- 
stood, whereas the Sunni sama 
have long been largely subservient to 
secular governments and are rurely 
important in political protest move- 
ments. Secondly, “protest and rebel- 
lion. dissociation from secular rulers 
and financial independence of them, 
and belief in changing interpreta- 
tions of Islam...have been stronger 
in Shi'ism than in Sunnism, even 
though most Shi'ites over time have 
accepted their own governments.” 
Lastly, discrimination against Shi'ites 
in almost al} Islamic countries gave 
them a basis for a kind of ethnic 
cohesion and a will to fight for equal 
treatmentand a fair share of power. 
Apart from its general -+historical 
validity, this brief and succinct 
analysis also provides an adequate 
explanation for the two most striking 
phenomena in Shi‘ite Islam outside 
Iran in recent years — the rise to 
prominence of Musa al Sadr and the 
continuous and ferocious nature of 
the unrest in Southern Lebanon. 
Two of the papers in Shi'isi and 
Social Protest deal with Lebanon, 
three with the Iranian revolution, 
and one each with Shi’ism in the 
Persian Gulf, Iraq, Afghanistan and

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Saudi Arabia. The last two papers 
deal with the attitude of the Egyp- 
tian opposition to the [ranian revolu- 
tion and with Soviet attitudes to 
Shi'ism and social protest. 

As a one-volume survey of con- 
temporary Shi’ism and of Shiite 
olitical movements, this book is 
hard to match. a

WHAT DOES Zen Buddhism have 
to offer an Israeli Jew? Seeking a 
sohition to undefined personal prob- 
lems of a spiritual nature, the author 
of this honest book twice went on 
private pilgrimages to a monastery in 
Kyoto, finding his own answer to 
that question. Fle presents Zen as a 
form af wisdom and tranquillity 
grounded in the deepest possible 
knowledge of sell, gained through 
meditation on enigmutig Avans. At 
the end of the book, he alsa sketches 
a larger progranune for the spiritual 
enlargement and πα δι πη of 
Judaism by means of the non- 
supertauical imightsef uddhisn, 

fo his early for the time of 
his first trips tut: ~ the author 
submitted himsclf to the strenpous 
discipline of monastic life, hours of 
Meditation in «very austere setting, 
quant separation trom home and Gumi- 
ly. His quest wos clearly neither 
shallow nor frivolous, nor was it a 
transitory whim. After his fist year 
in Kyoto, where he began learming 
Japanese, he returned to Jerusalem 
and continuce to study the language. 
returning to Kyown several years la- 
ler for a second long session with the 
same Zen master. 

The beck offers a good introduc- 
tion ta Zen, and the first-hand 
account of life in a monastery is 
thought-provoking, especially be- 
cause of the Israeli Jewish perspec- 
tive. Unlike Western pilgrims to Zen, 
disillusioned with the spiritual bank- 
ruptcy of modern culture, Z. Besh 
came to Zen out of deep familiarity 
with Jewish sources. Although he 
had broken away from his earlier 
Orthodox upbringing, he retained a 
deep respect for the picty of Mea 
She'arim, and his goal was to enrich 
the living faith rather than discover 
an entirely lost one. 

Unfortunately, however, the au- 
thor is nol a very talented writer, and 
no amount of earnestness can com- 
pensate for an inability to bring ane’s 
experience to life. For example, a 
central personality in the book is an 
American concert pianist named 
Walter, who spent 10 years in 
Kyoto, He became a Zen master and 
then returned to America to bring 
the message of Zen even further 
east. The reader gains only the 
vaguest picture of Walter, and the 
Japanese characters are even hazier. 

Because of the intrinsic interest of 
the topic, the first two sections, 
describing two extended sojourns in 
Kyoto, carry one along. But the 
third and fourth parts of the book are 
much weaker. Part Three describes 
Besh’s pilgrimage to Walter's 
ashram in Maine, which, to my 
irreverent ear, sounds more like a 
scene of high comedy than one of 
spiritual elevation. Part Four pre- 
sent the author's thoughts on 4 num- 
ber of topics, ranging from the short- 
comings of Orthodox Judaism 
through the Holocaust and the nuc- 
lear peril — well mesning but bearing 
little apparent connection with the 
intense spiritual longing which first 
drew the author (o Japan. qa 


“THE NEXT best thing to knowing 
something,’ said the eminent lex- 


icographer Samuel Johnson, “is 


knowing where to find it.” For the 
inveterate sufferer of lethologica 
(the temporary inability to recall a 
word or name) who fumbles with 
whatchamacallits, whojemeflips and 
so-and-so's, three of these compila- 
tions should be as handy as a stun- 
dard dictionary. 

This trove of tomes is ἃ lexical 
elixir for the deipnosophist (one who 
is good at sbinner-table conversa- 
tions) with logdnamnosis (mania for 
trying to recall forgotten words), 
handicapped hy the yaffling (cating 
greedily and noisily) needs of fork 
and knife in hand, which renders 
pasimology (speaking with the 
hands) pretty difficult. 

Be careful, though; unless you mix 
in very brilliant circles or very ignor- 
ant ones, nobody likes a iexiphanes 
(1 person given to pretentious, bom- 
bastic words and phruses), whose 
verbal philosophy is one of sesquipe- 
dalianism (the habitual use of lon: 
words), periphrasis (beating aroun 
the bush) or obscurantism (keeping 
them guessing). See whut I mean? 

Hellweg's Fiseniiac's Dictionary is 
far from syndyasmian (a one night 
stand): you will probably not reach 2 
before you reach 222722222. You 
grumble about the government 
being all talk and no action? There's 
a word for it: logocracy. Staying in 
power might depend on a cunning 
spokesman (logodaedalus) whose 
logolatry (worship of words} might 
prevent logomachy (strife over mere 
wards) with logical logomonoma- 
niacs (long-winded speakers) who -- 
hey, who's responsible for this 
logonefariousness? The logogogue, 
that’s who. 

If you're stilt with me (I've only 
reached page 3 of the dictionary), 
let's move on before logomisia (dis- 
gust for certain words) sets in. 

You fear your mother-in-law? 
Join Pentheraphobics Anonymous.. 
No matter what your fear, it’s here: 
555 of them, including such terrors 
as phalacrophobia (going bald), de- 
cidophobia (making decisions), 
medectophobia (the fear of the 
contour of one's penis being visible 

through one's clothes), telepho- 
nophobia (Bezek) and arachibuty- 
rophobia (the fear of peanut butter 
sticking to the roof of your mouth, 
obviously). And if you just don't fit 
into this brave new wortd of ours and 
all 555 phobias apply to you, you're a 
pamphobic, and maybe you 
shouldn't be touching newsprint. 

By comparison, there are only 277 
manias, inchiding such beauls as 
coprolulomania {the use of foul lan- 
guage), onomatomania (mental de- 
rangement with regard to words), 
scribbiemania (a penchant for 
doodling -- not to be confused with 
Scrabblemania} and typomania (a 
mania for writing for publication. 
Who, me?) The gamut, if you were 
wondering, runs from hedonomania 
(the compulsive pursuit of pleasure), 
right through to misomania (hatred 
of everything), beyond which exists 
another.vord, apathy. : 

One of the most charming lists is 
of collective nouns for animals. Lots 
of fish make a school; many lions a 
pride. With logogogical wit, we also 
have a crash of rhinoceroses, a pur- 
liament of owls, ἃ murder of crows, 
an exaltation of larks, ἃ shrewdness 
of upes and a convocation of eagles. 

Eponyms are people for whom 
something is named, favoured by 
trivia freaks. Did you know that 
mayonnise is named after the town 
Mahon, which is named after Mago, 
who was I Lannibal’s brother? Denim 
comes from the French town, de 

Nimes: sideburns are named after 
Civil War General Burnside, who 
popularized the style, Thomas 
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Mainstream Received Pronunciation (RP) is spoken by the BEC ani 
the professional iniddle class. The posh version, “marked RP," is 
spoken by the upper classes, Prince Charles being a notable practition- 
er.

Hellweg tells us, that his name was 
used lo lerrify the enemy. 

Wf you're still egersic (suffering 
from intense wakefulness) try some 
of the mental word games suggested 
here. Pangrams, univocalics, palin- 
dromes, lipograms, and, if you're not 
not sleeping alone. fictionary; or the 
acronym game, where you make a 
phrase with words whose initial let- 
ters spell a related thing or person. 
For example, LAWYERS=Losing 
As Winning, Yet Earning Remun- 
erations Safely. The finest acronym 
I've ever come acrass spells out the 
name of that bombastic American, 
IACOCCA: [I Am Chairman Of 
Chrysler Corporation of America. 
Hours of fun and frustration, 
guaranteed, Anyway, it beats count- 
ing sheep. 

Where Hellweg fails to please is in 
the apologetic nature of his writing. 
He seems a little embarrassed by his 
love of words. several times using 
the annoying "I hope this material 
will be a source of pleasure” 
{adding, in the chapter on sexual 
words, “and wot of offence”). He 
concludes with the inane "T've very 
much enjoyed writing this diction- 
ary,” which is silly tu read in any- 


thing beyond u grade 5 composition. 
His book's strength fies in its con- 
tent, not in its readability. Kudos, 
however, for a replete bibliography, 
which gives even the most esoteric 
entries credibility. 


THE LACK of a bibliography is the 
only shortcoming of David Grambs’s 
book, the most delightfully written 
book on words I have seen. Grambs 
bubbles with wit and wicked pun- 
nery, celebrating his obvious love of 
words with adept adoxography 
(writing cleverly on a trivial subject). 
Grambs doesn’t confine himself to 
sombre definition when nimble alli- 
teration, spiffy word-play and cute 
colloquialism will do. Whereas The 
Insomniac's Dictionary informs us 
that bibliobibuli (a rather babbling 
word coined by H.L. Mencken) 
means “people who read too much,” 
Grambs indulges in “bookworms 
with blinders, or print porers, de- 
Ivers and scanners who don't believe 
a word of what they're not reading or 
that a truck is coming until they see it 
in print.” 

Dimboxes, Epopts, and Other 
Quidams restricts itself to, as the 
subtitle says, words to describe life's 
indescribable people. It is restricting 
insofar as Grambs paints himself 
into a corner with more than 500 
everyday oddballs, though sticking 
toa solitary theme makes this collec- 
tion of sobriquets as much solid 
reference as poisonous substance. 

Shove over your Roget's and make 
space on your bookshelf for 
Grambs; his indescribable people 
are conveniently categorized into 
types you're likely to know, but 
never knew there was a word for. 
Check out the chapter on Personali- 
ties and meet the tsitser (“one of 
those annoying, head-wagging de- 
plorers or hissing commenters al- 
ways going ‘tsk, tsk"") or the cur- 
mudgeon (“cranky, cantankerous 
and crotchety, an irascibly difficult 
individual who won't take yes for‘an 
answer"). Among the Friends and 
Enemies: fefnicute (a hypocrite or 
sneak); foumart (“somebody who is 
despicable, whom one is slightly not 
at all fond of. An expressive but 
clean word that begins with a satis- 
fying f is always good to keep in 
teserve for superior name-calling’). 
Saollygostet is a shrewd, unscrupu- 
Hous opportunist, while ancilla is the 
sidekick who helps another to 
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accomplish or niaster something dif- 
ficult or complicated. 

There are Likers (oniemaniac: the 
compulsive huyer, or that person 
you know who can’t window-shop 
without self-contral going right in 
the window), Dislikers (embusque: 
a draft dodger; misacapnist: a wit 
ing, hand-waving hater of lob: 
smoke) and Paragons (dimbosx: the 
smoother-over of disputes, in expert 
at geiting others to make up. The 
opposite is a makebate, a person 
with a penchant for stiving up suite 
between others}, Trouhlemakers 
(quidnune: a gossip) or newsman- 
ger), Workers (panjandrum; a 
grandly self-important personage or 
official) and Talkets (paraphrast: 
“one of those conversilionalists al- 
ways paraphrasing their own words: 
that is, a paraphraser, who repeats 
things but in different ways, which is 
to say, he or she expresses the me 
ing in yet another fashion, or, as il 
were, simplifies and rephrases the 
sentence in urder to clarify, in a 
word, by paraphrasing”). 

And ‘mevitably, he gives us the 
sexy lypes, such as your everyday 
basic melcryptovestimentaphile (a 
male with a thing for women’s black 
underwear.) 


IF THE NAME George Stone Saus- 
sy ITI sounds too ρον δὴν to trust with 
a simple Jewish word, you're right; 
there, on page 42 of The Penyuin 
Dictionary of Curious and lnterest- 
ing Words we learn that daven, dav- 
ven, (verb) meins to sway to and fro 
rapidly while praying. That's shockl! 
T hope the rest of the book is more 
dependable, because I want to be- 
lieve its wealth of narishkeit. 

Here we see the words at work. 
Each entry is followed by a literary 
source where the word has been 
used. Saussy limits these sources ta 
works published since 1945. He 
doesn’t say why. 

The book is, nevertheless, intel- 
lectually stimulating for word lovers, 
as it supplics little glimpses into 
literary styles, albeit only of contem- 
porary writers, and whets the appe- 
tite for brilliant literacy with « gus- 
trogasm of food for thought. Be- 
sides, for the most voluminous array 
of backside words, for fullness and 
fulsomeness, this is it. Ladies and 
gentleman, The Bum: sleatopygous 
(having a fat ass or bulging buttocks; 
kakopyge (someone with ugly but- 
tocks); assot {to make an ass of 
someone); barrelass (to tumble head 
overheels, ass over tea-kettle); cnca- 
fucgo (“shil-fire’), callipygian 
(beautiful buttocks); mesopygion 
(the anal cleavage, to pul it delicnte- 
ly); coprephagous (feeding upon 


dung), and on and on and on. Stil, - 


my own collection of sesquipedalia 
includes a few bum raps Siusyy's 
does not: meconium (un infant's first 
fecal excretion}; tenesmus (un ur- 
gent but ineffectual effort to defe- 
(816) and dasyproctic (having hairy 
buttocks). 

Sometimes, it is the quotation 
accompanying the word that justifies 
inclusion. Logorrhea, or verbal di- 
arrhea (sorry). is used by Juhn 
Fowles in Daniel Martin: “.. .hund- 
ing round the cups and saucers to the 
assembled logorrhea of ladies.” 
Wouldn't that be lovely in The In- 
somniac's Dictionary's \ist of collec- 
tive nouns of animals! 

Viadimir Nabokov used the word 
stillicide (8 column or raindrops fall- 
ing successively from one point) with 
asultry succession of similar sounds: 
“the svelte/Stilettos of a frozen 
Stillicide." 

What | don't like about Saussy’s 
compilation is the inclusion of 
apparently made-up words by wri- 
ters making too much of an effort-to 
be clever. Legitimizing a “word” 
such us zeppclinically (“swollen in 


the sense af being filled with gas,” 
like the Zeppelin) only undermines 
the tivbness of the hinguage. 


IF bY NOW yuu long for short, 
familiar, everyday words, Word

Digging through the dusty depths of

The first category, which includes 
the majority ot our words, can get a 
mite academic for the casual 
loguphile. Elephant, for example is 
traced back to ancient Egyptian, 
Greek, Hittite, the hypothetic 
source language Hamitic, Persian 
and Arabic, with references to Latin 
and Sanskrit. On the other side of 
the coin, there is the surprising de- 
rivation of εἰσ αν. The German form 
is tales, which is short for Joachim- 
stdler, a silver coin minted in 
Joachimstal (now Jachymoy in 
northwestern Czechoslovakia).

WITIIIN the novel itself, Roth 
already presents a response to passi- 
ble erilivism of his portrait of [stael 
“the humeland of Jewish abnor- 
ity.”

Roth has indeed created the most 
vivid literary reflection of miain- 
stream American Jewry in recent 
years. one that will endure long past 
ihe shallow banalities of Herman 
Wouk and Chaim Potok. and this is 
what truly offends many of his 
attackers. Despite the claims of cri- 
tics like Erving Howe, he has shown ἃ 
sense of what can al least appear to 
be authentic in Jewish life; one only 
has to reread sume of his earlier and 
harshest short stories, such ats “The 
Conversion uf the Jews” or “Eli, the 
Fanatic.” 


True, Roth has aude clear, and 
reaffirms in The Counterlife through 
the Voice of Nathan, that he “is uot 
ane of those Jews who wants to hank 
themselves up to the patriarchs or 
the Jewish State"; yet he has been 
more honest than many of his con- 
temporuries about [he consequetves 
of being “a Jew among Gentiles and 
a Gentile among Jews.” 

Nathan Zuckerman may ultinvate- 
ly chouse the country of tea and 
biscuits over the Jand of milk and 
honey. but his characterization of 
those who come to Israel as being in 
search of an “idyllic scenario of 
redemption through the recovery of 
a sanitized, confusionless life" may 
not be as far fram the self-admitted 
thinking of many Zionists us he 
scems to think. Even when writing 
about Israel, Roth is really writing 
about the American-Jewish soul and 
its position in the psychic landscape 
of American Jews; he is on target in 
perceiving if as an opportunity for 
them to re-invent their Jewish identi- 
ties, even if this is sometimes carried 
to ludicrous and even dangerous 
extremes. 

Certainly Roth's own fictional ex- 
cursion to this country has helped 
him reinvigorate his own literary 
prowess, and maybe even more. 
Nathan's encounters with anti- 
Semitism in his new English home 
inspire him to an mnexpected pacan 
to the ritual of circumcision, which 
closes the book. This being a Philip 
Roth novel, however, it is fully ex- 
pected that this new-found express- 
ion of Jewish pride should come in 
contemplation of Zuckerman's own 
cireumcized erection. That also

Israel so valued him that when he 
was caught in January 1965, it was 
prepared to pay some $30 million 
ransom, plus provide medical sup- 
plies and indeed military trucks, to 
the Syrian government. Damascus 
refused. 

Cohen was hanged in May 1965 
and two years later, in June 1967, 
much of Israel's Six Day War victory 
against the Syrian army onthe Golun 
Heights was a direct result of the 
information that Cohen had been 
able to provide [sraeti intelligence. 

To this day, every Israeli-Syrian 
contact through third parties like the 
UN, the Red Cross or other di- 
Plomatic channels, includes a re- 
quest from Jerusalem for the return 
of Eli Cohen's body. 

Eli Cohen's remarkable, indeed 
seemingly impossible life as Israel's 
greatest spy, was to become Cher- 
tok’s obsession and take five years to 
satisfy, almost as long as Eli Cohen 
worked for the Mossad. “I want to 
make this movie for Eli Cohen's 
sake, and for Israel's sake," Chertok 
would say. 

With Eli Cohen's name, and the 
few sketchy details he had learned 
from his Jerusalem acquaintance, 
Chertok's 100 Marbles Game began. 

The 100 Marbles Game.is how 
Chertok, who teaches film financing 
at the New School in Manhattan, 
explains the process of putting 
together all the myriad creative, 
financial, and technical skills, re- 
sources and efforts that movie- 
making requires. 

“You start with a table that has 
one leg slightly shorter than all the 
others, and with a box with 100 
marbles,” he explains. “As you pass 
each step of the process, you put 
some marbles on the table. 

“And now [ have 99 marbles on 
the table," Chertok finished his ex- 
planation. The night before, the |

BACK IN NEW York, Chertok 
found a young writer named Marty 
Ross, who had been highly praised 
by a New School colleague of Cher- 
tok's. Ross researched the Eli Cohen 
story and in two months had written 
the first of what would eventually be 
11 drafts of the screenplay The /m- 
possible Spy. All 11 drafts retained 
the basic structure, a chronology 
framed at the beginning by Eli 
Cohen witnessing the hanging of his 
friends in Egypt, and framed at the 
end with his own hanging in Damas- 
cus, 

Chertok wasn't discouraged by 
the failure of so many production 
attempts in the past. He would make 
his marbles stay on the table. And he 
knew from the start that he wanted 
the BBC to do the story. 

“Only the BBC has the integrity, 
the responsibility for telling such an 
important story, in a dignified man- 
ner,” Chertok would say. 

Only the BBC's reputation would 
suffice, thought Chertok, for the

costumes (designed by Sagan) were 
rich black, glittering gowns for the 
women, while the men, torsos bare, 
wore wide-legged black trousers. 

Sagan has always used plentiful 
arm movements with impassioned 
effect. Lelio could be called a ballet 
for arms. There were other notable 
features, also under Kevin McAlis- 
ter’s dramatic lighting, including 
novel and indeed dangerous {ifts 
done with sceming ease. 

But despite the meaningful danc- 
ing and the fine use of the sound of 
Arvo Part's music, of a voice spenk- 
ing Lelio's poetry (in French) and 
Samuel Barber's Serenade for 
Strings (that Sagan has used before), 
the work was a series of items that 
didn’t hang together. Only a perva- 
sive tone of anguish — even in the 
love duet — offered some continuity. 

Just how exotic a love duet can be, 
and remain elegant, was manifest in 
Ohad Naharin's Haru-No-Umi, that 
has not been performed here for 
some years. With Rampal playing 
the flute music of Michio Miyagi, the 
aura was Eastern, intense but con- 
trolled. Though Haim Ohn and Orit 
Kenan gave it all that very good 
dancers can, this is ἃ duet for stars. 
They established the beauty of the 
intricate structure of imtertwining 
bodies but they never quite achieved 
the esoteric, white-heat glow. 

Nir Ben,Gal's Fromiess (music: 
Maggie Nicols) was as crazily whim- 
sical as when first staged but it 
looked more “cleaned. up,” perhaps 
because the dancing was so absolute- 
ly well timed and well defined.

What Benjamin Zander, musical 
director and conductor of Boston's 
New England Conservatory Youth 
Philharmonic Orchestra (YPO), did 
was issuc the youngsters a challenge. 

“They're fine players and they will 
gow perform Dyoruk’s New World 
Symphony from memory,” Zander 
told the audience. “And you know 
what?" Zander tuld The Past, “they 
played fantasticully. The need to 
isten attentively, τὸ concentrite on 
the music with na scores to fall buck 
on, drove away the tiredness in no 
time.” 

There was good reason for the 
young musicians’ exhaustion, Zan- 
der said.

— the phrasing, tempo, musical struc- 
ture: “If there is a five-bar phrase, 
everyone in the orchestra is aware of 
it." And when a player or a group 
turns out a beautiful musical sen- 
tence. the entire orchestra slomps 
approval with their feet. 

“They always look at each other, 
always play the same bow,” says the 
conductor, They do not wait to be 
told what to do either, “At the end of 
the Dvorak sccond movement, four 
double busses play in unison. In a 
rehearsal, | was really taken by their 
absolutely identical vibrato. Well, as 
it turned out, the foursome had 
practised the spot for hours to 
achieve this wonderful unity." Ideal- 
ly, suggests Zander, the orchestra 
should be able to play without the 
conductor. 

Selected with great care, only the 
best applicants from the five orches- 
(rus at the New England Conserva- 
tory, are enrolled in the YPO. The 
12-yearokl playing with the second 
violins had just won a concerto com- 
petition, related Zander proudly. 
Each has a stake in the orchestra's 
success. For the special performance 
in Boston, to raise funds for the 
Israel (rip, the players themselves 
were involved in the sale and dis- 
tribution of tickets. In Jerusalem, 
when the ticket sale for their Henry 
Crown Hall appearance was slow -- 
“the people here did not yet know 
who we are” - the young musicians 
themselves went into the streets to 
perform in small groups in order to 
encourage passers-by to come to the 
evening concert. 


AFTER TRAVELLING with his 
orchestra to Austria, Romania, Po- 
land and the USSR, Zander consid- 
ers their two-week, eight-concert 
tour of Israel the best: “The country 
is the best, the audience is the best, 

he says. With the groundwork for 
the tour carried out a year ago: while 
he was teaching and conducting at 
the Tel Aviv University Music 
Academy, Zander contrasted or

our youngsters attend, the teachers 
were apprehensive about their mis- 
sing so many school days. Zander 
related. “I had to explain that they

musicians visited four kibbutzim, 
slept at an army base in the Negev, 
saw the Holy Places and visited the 
Diaspora Museum. 

At the IDF base, recounts Zan- 
der, some girls mude a fuss about a 
cockroach they found in their living 
quarters. “ “Look,” I told them, ‘the 
Israeli girl Soldicrs have to live with 
them for two years. Can't you man- 
age for one night?’ The next day. one 
girl confessed she would have felt 
really proud at braving it out, but on 
their return, the cockroach was 
gone!" 

While impressed by Israel and the 
Israelis, some young people express- 
ed reservations about the military 
aspect here. “I told them the choice 
was between an Israel with the milit- 
ary and no Israel. They under- 
stood.” More than half of the young 
Musiciuns said they would like lo 
come back. Having confronted the 
reality, not through newspapers, but 
by sleeping at an IDF base, cock- 
roaches and ull, “something very 
profound has shifted in their minds 
ahuut Israel,” believes Zander. 

For the British-born musician, the 
“two, magical, unforgettable 
weeks” signify the end of an era. No 
less than 35 members are duc to 
leave the YPO this summer to 
embark on their university studies, 
though only half plan to study 
music as their major. The orchestra 
will never be the same again, com- 
ments the conductor. 

Against the advice of the local 
managers, Zander booked the Mann 
Auditorium in Tel Aviv for the final 
concert. “Either there will be 20 
people in the hall or 2,000," he said 
before the performance. The latter 
estimate proved correct. 

Remarkable as the experience 
was, Zander does not foresee future 
trips to Israel. “Bringing an orches- 
tra is horrendously expensive, and 
we travel on private funds,” says 
Zander, who personally raised some 
$40,000 for the purpose, He be- 
lieves, though, the impact of the 
YPO appearances transcended the 
purely musical aspects: the love, 
dedication and discipline of these 
wonderful young people projected Ἐ -Friday —9 a.m—12 p.m. 
an image not always associated 
abroad with Americans.” a 
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IT HAS BECOME a cliché to claim 
the Bible as Israel's best guide-book. 
That was hardly its purpose: but the 
meeting and meshing of the biblical 
account with archeological finds can 
provide the enfightened traveller 
with an experience that is at least 
academically satisfying and, depend- 
ing on his point of view, even awe- 
inspiring. 

Nowhere is this meeting of the 
spade and the Book more in evi- 
dence than in Jerusalem's City of 
David. 

The year was 701 BCE. The north- 
ern kingdom of Israel had heen 
annihilated 20 years earlier by the 
mighty Assyrian Empire. In the 
south, Judah dutifully paid tribute 
and survived. But even a worm will 
turn and, under the persistent prod- 
ding of the prophet Isaiah, King 
Hezekiah cast off the Assyrian yoke 
and prepared himself for the retribu- 
tion he knew would follow. 


“In the 14th year of King Heze- 
kiah," wrote Isaiah, “Sennacherib 
king of Assyria came up against all 
the fortified cities of Judah und took 
them.” That laconic summary hardly 
touches the agony of cities like Lach- 
ish, southwest of Jerusalem, which 
were overwhelmed by the Assyrian 
war-machine. Excavations at the 
site, anda wall-relief on the Assyrian 
royal palace at Nineveh, bear wit- 
ness to the intensity of the conflict. 

Sennacherib had his version of 
events. ‘As for Hezekiah the Ju- 
dean,” declared his royal stele, “he 
did not submit to my yoke... | shut 
him up in Jerusalem his residence 
like a bird in its cage.”

IN A FRENZY of activity, Heze- 
kiah's men prepared Jerusalem for ἢ 
siege. A stunning 7.5 metre thick 
section of his reconstructed city de- 
fences— perhaps the Bible's “wall that 
was broken down" -- has been ex- 
posed in today's Jewish Quarter. 


No less problematic was the 
perennial problem of the city's water 
supply. [πη the deep Kidron Valley, 
at the foot of the City of David, lies 
the Gihon spring, a major factor — if 
not rhe major factor —in the selection 
of the site of Jerusnlem some five 
millennia ago. Its water was always 
vital to the city's survival. The steep 
shaft uncovered by Sir Charles 
Warren clawed down through solid 
rock from within the cily walls to 
give access to the water supply. The 
traditional scholarly view (there are 
others) indentifies that shaft as the 
izinor of 11 Samuel 5:8, through 
which David's commandos pene- 
trated the then-Jebusite city. 

Perhaps Hezekiah 300 years later 
had that campaign in mind when he 
determined to secure the spring 
against the Assyrians, His stated 
rationale was different. however. 
“Why should the kings of Assyria 
come and find much water?" queries 
I Chronicles 32. Deprive the enemy 
of that precious commodity, the 
thinking went, and you would be 
half-way to breaking the siege,

THE SOLUTION was to hew a 
tunnel through the rock on which the 
city was built, emerging in the shal- 
low valley on its western side (by 
now within the city limits), where a 
reservoir would receive the re- 
directed flow.

το work, one from each end of the 


projected tunnel, to expedite the 
project. 

The reason for the circuitous S- 
shaped tunnel, rather than a straight- 
er and shorter route, is still not 
clearly understood, though recent 
theories, focusing on geological fne- 
tors, are less fanciful than earlier 
ones. Near the middle of the 533- 
metre tunnel, a series of right-angled 
Zigzags tells of the changes of direc- 
tion of the two teams as they sought 
each other by the sounds of digging. 


AS ONE wades through the 
sometimes thigh-deep water, suit- 
ably clad and armed with a flashlight 
or candles, it is almost sufficient to 
carry a Bible and recall the historical 
data mentioned above. The chisel- 
marks and the 2,700-year-old plaster 
On the tunnet walls and floor provide 
an almost eerie connection with the 
workmen frantically digging against 
time to save the city: But there is 
more. 

One day in 1880, a young boy 
discovered a 77-word inscription 
chiselled into the tunnel wall near 
the exit. Written in the ancient Heb- 
rew script, it froze for eternity the 
exultant_ moment when the last 
chunk: of rock was removed, the 
water flowed down the tunnel, and

The inscription, which now graces 
ἃ museum in [stanbul, begins: “This 
is thestory of the boring through.” I 
goes on to describe how cuch team 
heard the voices of the other through 
acrack in the rock. .

EPILOGUE. The city survived the 
siege. Hezekiah's religious devotion 
and obedience to God were Te 
warded by the miraculous decima- 
tion of the Assyrian host. By plasut+ 
perhaps? Certainly an army oe 
prived of an uncontaminated water” 
supply would be easy prey for 
wildfire epidemic. 

“Then Sennacherib king of ΑΘ 
ia departed and went home. an 
dwelt at Nineveh.” He had little time 
to lick his wounds before beitg 
assassinated by his two sons. 
Assyrian threat was lifted, andl Jue?

Inaver οἱ) filmsand [10 
plays. Laurence Olivier has τὸς 
mained the consummate English 
actor - and become a contemporary 
theatre legend. 

Now, us his xoth birthday is cele- 
brated loday, a volume of seminis~ 
cences is building up τὰ honcur the 
man whom the bite Noel Cowan 
called “the greatest actor of our 
generalivn.” 

From theatrical parties to com- 
memorative banks,  cily that takes 
its culture seriously is turning out to 
pay tribute to the clergyman’s son 
who has stirred audiences for over 
six decades with his good looks, 
galvanic energy and prodigious 
technique. 

“He is the genius performer,” said 
director Sir Peter Hall. 

On stage, film and television, Oli- 
vier has shown that genius. In new 
works and the classics, he has pro- 
duced definitive work alongside, in 
latter years, various assignments of 
dubious quality undertaken, unapo- 
logetically, for the money. 

* ‘Throughout it all, one constant 
has been clear: Olivier's love for a 

fession which, he wrote in his 
1986 book On Acting, “has given me 
the world and great happiness.” 

Now, London is preparing to re- 
ciprocate that happiness. 

On May 31, the National Theatre, 
which Olivier inaugurated in 1963, is 
feting him with a champagne supper 
and entertainment in the main one of 
the complex's three auditoriums — 
the Olivier Theatre, of course. 

It's not certain that its namesake 
will be able to attend, due to ailing 
health. For years, he has battled 
against kidney ailments, pleurisy. 
cancer and a degenerative muscle 
disease. His agent, Laurence Evans, 
says Olivier spends over half the 
week at his country home, coming in 

to London to be with his third wife, 
actress Joan Plowright, who is star<

ring on stage in The House of Ber- 
narda Alba. 

A devoted swimmer, Olivier still 
tries to swim 66 pool laps a day, 
although “sometimes he chickens 
out at 50," said his secretary.

fresh material to the festivities. On 
his birthday, he will star in an origin- 
al 20-minute solo piece on BBC 
Radio 3- No End to Dreaming, by 
Peter Barnes. 

@ On June 7, Independent Televi- 
sion will air a 5-minute show, What 
Will Survive Of Us Is Love, which 
combines Olivier reading poetry 
with footage of a Sunday picnic in 
the country last August with Maggie 
Smith, Frank Finlay and Jane Lapor- 
taire among the guests. 


IN A NEW book, Olivier: In 
Celebration, Friends and colleagues 
offer their own tributes. Michael 
Caine comments on an offer to work 
in the 1972 film Sleuth with Olivier: 
“The first reaction is that I'm work- 
ing with one of the greatest actors of 
all time and you accept the part 
instantly.” 

“Qur professional partnership 
was brief, but our friendship has 
lasted many days indeed,” remarks 
Dame Peggy Ashcroft, Olivier's 
classmate at London's Central 
School of Speech and Drama. The two 
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shared the school's gold medal! at 
their 1925 graduation, but they nev- 
er worked together after 1935 when 
she played Julict to his Romeo in 
Shakespeare's tragedy, directed by 
Olivier’s fellow actor-knight, Sir 
John Gielgud. 

But they may be reunited this 
summer. There are high hopes that 
the two will star in John Dexter's TV 
production of David Henry Hwang's 
play, The House of Seven Beauties. 
The two-character piece, set in 
Japan, would be supplemented by 
footage of the rehearsal under the 
title, Olivier at 80. 

Olivier has been around so long 
that many of his contemporaries 
have died, but their recollections can 
be found in Logan Gourlay's 1973 
book Olivier. Like that of Ralph 
Richardson: “He's bold -- he’s very, 
very bold.” 

The late Terry Rattigan, for 
whose 1953 play Tize Sleeping Prince 
Olivier was both star and director, 
said: “Larry, as my prince was— well 
— magic.” 

This magic has been evident 
throughout his career, beginning 
with his performance as 
Shakespeare's Kate in The Taming 
of the Shrew, performed by the All 
Saints Choir School in Stratford-on- 
Avon. Dame Sybil Thorndike, the 
renowned British actress who died in 
1976, said of the play: “He was a 
wonderful Katharine - ἃ bad- 
tempered little bitch ... though he 
himself is the least effeminate of 
men.” 

His subsequent career has been a 
series of highlights, both classical — 
Shakespeare's Henry V, Richard HI 
and Hamiet -- and contemporary — 
the failed comedian Archie Rice in 
The Entertainer, Eugene O'Neill's 
haunted James Tyrone in Long 
Day's Journey Into Night. 

Honours have come his way in 
abundance, In 1947, he was knighted 
and in 1970 he was made a life peer, 
Baron Olivier of Brighton. Hamlet 
brought him an Oscar for best actor 
in 1949 and a special honorary 
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Academy award followed in 1979. 

His off-stage life has attracted 
equal interest. His tempestuuus 21- 
year marriage to his second wife, 
actress Vivien Leigh, was tacked 
with intrigue and pain. She was men- 
tally unstable, had an affair, be 
threatened suicide and, ever-guilty, 
eventually took the blame when they 
divorced in 1961. 

His greatest achievements of late 
have been on TV — as Lord March- 
main in Brideshead Revisited, Sir 
Arthur, opposite Katharine Hep- 
burn, in Love among the Ruins, and 
the fallen and foolish monarch, 
Lear, in Shakespeare's mightiest 
tragedy. 

“Sometimes 1 wonder if I have not 
become a little like Lear myself,” 
Olivier wrote in On Acting. Some 
critics complain that his recent pro- 
jects betray the lapses of the great: 
films like The Betsy, The Jazz Singer 
and Inchon, and the current London 
stage musical Time, in which his 
image is projected on toa suspended 
plaster model of his head. 

But Olivier rises to his own de- 
fence: “Vital to me, these cameos -- 
spiritually and financially,” he 
wrote, “I've always managed to give 
them all the animation they necd.” 

For his colleagues, the Olivier 
light refuses to dim. “There are 
hundreds of actors around walking 
and talking like him and Gielgud,” 
said Ian McKellen, Broadway's 
Tony-winning star of Amadeus. 

Younger actors admit Olivier’s in- 
fluence the world over — Antony 
Sher and John Hurt in Britain, Dus- 
tin Hoffman and Jon Voight in 
America, Gerard Depardieu in 
France. 

His offspring, too, feel his influ- 
ence as they all enter careers in the 
arts. Of his children by Joan Plow- 
right, Richard is a stage director 
based in Los Angeles, Tamsin is an 
actress now on tour ina stage version 
of her father's 1940 film Rebecca and 
Juli-Kate is a studgnt at the London 
Academy of Music and Dramatic 
Arts. (Associated Press)

A staffer at 
the clinic had told her they had no 
pediatrician, so she called Dr. Hat- 
tib. He assured her that every clinic 
has a children’s doctor who receives 
on certain days. When she deman- 


ded her rights, an appointment was 
setup.”

MOST PEOPLE,-on seeing a sand- 
grouse for the first time, think it's: 
some kind of a dove. This is an 
understandable mistake as overall, 
these little dwellers of the rocky 
deserts and arid steppes are very 
similar to doves. They share the 
same small head and pointed beak, 
the general body shape and muted 
colours that camouflage both 30 
well. When sitting in their nests they 
simply cannot be seen and ἴ have 
often stopped within inches of a 
nesting grouse before it fluttered 
away, putting on the well-known 
“injured bird” performance of flap- 
ping about on the ground until it felt 
it had led the intruder far enough 
away from the nest. 

But there are differences between 
doves and sandgrouse, particularly 
the swept-back wings, the longer 
legs, feathered right down to and 
sometimes including the toes, and 
the fluffy, downy chest plumage that 
is essential to its survival, as we shall 
see. 

Sandgrouse, of which we have five 
of the 15 species in the world, ae 
gregarious birds and love to collect 
in flocks for feeding and roosting, 
although during the nesting seasoa 
there may be hundreds of metres 
between nests. The birds are almost 
totally vegetarian, feeding on s¢ 
and leaves but accasionally sur 
plementing their dict with insecs. 
They breed from spring to summer, 
usuully once but occasionally twice. 
The fentales lay two longish eggs 0 
an unlined hollow scooped in the 
eurth ane the parent birds take tures 
incubating them, the male broading 
by night and the female by day.

Bridge Hanan Sher 


THE SECOND annual Worldwide 
Bridge Contest, sponsored by the 
Epson computer company of Japan, 
took place last Saturday night. An 
estimated 100,000 entrants, from 
more than 60 countries, took part in 
what is certainly the world's biggest 
card game. 

Final results were not available 
when this report was written. But at 
least one Israeli pair -- Ya'acov and 
Shalla Amid of Jerusalem ~ may be 
well up among the leaders in this 
competition. The Amids proved that 
married couples can play good 
bridge by compiling a whopping 75.1 
per cent game, a figure that should 
get them in the very top echelon of 
the simultaneous competition. 

The event was played all over the 
world at exactly the same hour. 
Israelis had the convenient and con- 
ventional starting time of "8 p.m. 
local time, but in California they 
began play at the less-than-godly 
hour of 6 a.m. Not having performed 
the calculations, we cannot say what 
was the oddest starting time. But we 
would be willing to wager that some 
dedicated bridgeurs, somewhere, sat 
down at their tables literally in the 
middle of the night. 

The event also has the advantage 
of immediate scoring, in match 
points or percentages, from tables 
prepared in advance. That enables 
the local games -- and the interna- 
tional organizers—to determine win- 


ners within a few days, at the most. 

According to the organizers, the 
deals are “ordinary,” as played in a 
European tournament. No wild 
computer-dealt distributions. no 
need to make super-fancy plays. The 
rewards, they maintain, go to play- 
ing good sound bridge. 

At the end of the campetition, the 
players get a handsome booklet con- 
taining an analysis of all the hands by 
none other than Omar Sharif. The 
movie star-bridge player's com- 
ments were of particular interest to 
Zvi Shilon, who played this hand in

In fact, in a fit of 
ultra-convetionality, I had the won- 
ton soup, happy to find that there 
were several of the little dumplings 
filled with nicely spiced meat in the 
soup. As seems to be the fashion 
these days in local Chinese res- 
taurants, the wontons were fried 
before they were put jn the soup. 

My companion was a bit more 
adventurous with her choice of veal 
ball soup, a dish that left me a bit 
confused until it arrived at the table. 
Then I recognized it as a kosher 
adaptation of a soup which is very 
common in Chinese communities, 
albeit with a different type of meat. 

But though the veal balls were 
very good, when we tried to order a 
main course with veal, the manager 
advised against it, no doubt out of 
fear that I would not like it. 1 shall 
never know if he was right. 

What [ ordered instead was 
Szechwan-style duck, a dish, with 
succulent pieces of fowl and a very 
hot sauce which did wonders for my 
sinuses. But though it made my eyes 
water, the duck and its sauce were 
absolutely delicious. 

Lately 1 have been in a noodle

mood and so I ordered another main 
course of noodles with vegetables. 
The noodles were homemade, which 
is always a pleasure, and the sauce 
was satisfying if not overwhelming. 

The real disappointment of the 
evening, however, was the steamed 
fish with soya sauce. Perhaps it was 
because 1 had tasted the hot duck 
dish first, but the fish, though prop- 
erly cooked and presented most 
beautifully, was bland to the point of 
anonymity. 

The steamed rice was a bit dry, I 
suspect because we were probably 
the only clients that-night who did 
not opt for fried rice. 

For dessert, I tried the fried bana- 
na. I was very pleasantly surprised 
by the really fine crisp batter and the 
tasty sweet syrup in which it was 
served. 

My companion ordered lychees. I 
am happy to report that the chef is 
capable of openingatin. _ 

‘We drank tea. It was fragrdnt and 
it should come as no surprise that the 
pot was well-filled throughout our 
meal.
